Official Denial of the Reported Rejection 


of the Chinese Treaty.

Tbe President, accompanied by Secretary Fish and 
General Porter, arrived here this m ornlns in an 
early train from New York and proceeded to the re­ 
sidence of Secretary Fish, where he breakfasted and 
then drove to the Executive mansion. Quite a large 
num ber of offlco seekers and visitors were in attend- 
ancefshortly after nine o’clock, and between that time 
and eleven o’clock several were recelvedUy the Presi­ 
dent in the library, where he transacts busi­ 
ness, the repairs In the Executive office not yet 
being completed. Acting Secretarv Richardson and 
Commissioner Delano ha<I a long Interview with him 
relative to various Internal Revenue appointm ents 
and other m atters requiring the President’s atten- 
Uon. At noon tbe Cabinet convened, there being 
present Secretaries Fish, Rawlins, Robeson 
and 
Cox, Postm aster General Creswell, Assistant Secre­ 
tary Richardson and Assistant A ttorney General 
Field. 
Postmaster General Creswell reached Washington 
last night. He has so far recovered ITom the injury 
to hlB arm that he will hereafter give the business 
of his departm ent personal attention. 
Secretary 
Robeson also arrived last night for the purpose of 
•ttendlng the Cabinet meeting. He will remain 
nntu the end of the week, when he will join Admiral 
P orter and continue thetr tour of Inspection. 
The meeting adjourned at four o’clock. Various 
m atters of public importance formed the subjectó of 
conversation, but no deflnite action was taken con­ 
cerning them, secretary Fish read a telegram re­ 
ceived by him from Mr. Burlingame, denying the 
report that the Chinese government has rejected tfie 
treaty with the United States. No decided action 
w as taken In the m atter of tbe selection of a succes­ 
sor to the Chinese mission, and it Is onderstood that 
no appointm ent will be made during the presence of 
the President In this city, though there la no doubt 
tnat a nom ination win be announced in a very few 
days. The vacancy occasioned at the Chinese court, 
and particularly at a time when all the evil impres­ 
sions left by Mr. Browne in tbe abandonm ent of his 
post are stUl fresh, is deeply felt by the government, 
and there la evident anxiety to send out a responsi­ 
ble m inister plenipotentiary at once. 
It is under­ 
stood some despatches were received In regard to 
the Browne charges, which were produced at the 
cabinet 
meeting, giving a 
reliable 
statem ent 
of the situation of the treaty question with China, 
and. It Is said, added undeniable evidence of the 
falsity, and It would seem almost malicious state­ 
m ents of Mr. Browne, which after manly considera­ 
tion and calm reflection even Browne himself has 
seen lit to reverse. Mr. Browne’s diplomatic career 
may be considered Inglorlonslr finished. 
The Chinese question is rapidly assum ing that di­ 
mension which has been anticipated in regard to 
It ever since the beginning of President Grant’s 
adm inistration.

and 
the prospects of increasing the dignity of the 
mission by legislation next winter that the se ­ 
lection of a representative of the government is 
receiving special consideration. The present stage 
of the Chinese question and Its rising im portance 
has already proven tke rallying call or a num ber of 
so-called 
travellers, 
adventurers 
and 
Impos­ 
ters 
generally who are making 
great elTorts 
to ring in. They talk with wonderful wisdom. 
Attempted learning and paucity ol Inforraatlos, 
and bad they ihelr own way would take m atters In 
tnetr own hands and run them to snlt themselves. 
The manoeuvres of those Individuals, however, are 
closely watched. The accredited representatives of 
the government forward at stated periods reliable 
data concerning alTalrs in China, and with the ex- 
ccptlon of Browne’s dUtortcd rendition of the 
situation 01 things these sources uf inform ation 
have been demonstrated accurate and responsible. 
The President and Secretary Fish will to-morrow 
have a conference on the Glasgow Consulship, when 
It IB probable a successor to Colonel Haggerty will 
be appointed. The President will receive visitors 
to-morrow and leave In the night train. General 
Porter for Saratoga, to rejoin his family, provided 
no business Intervenes to delay his departure. To­ 
morrow will be a busy day, and It Is not Improbaide 
some further informal conversation will be bad on 
the Chinese m atter wHh a view of Anally determ in­ 
ing upon a policy snch as Is now required by the 
new attitude developed recently.

R e g a tta a t H ig h B rid g e. U a r l e n R lv e r - A 
T aa ie A ffair. 
A regatta took place yesterday at High Bridge, 
Harlem nver, and though not by any m eans snc- 
cesslul. It nevertheless appeared to excite some in­ 
terest [among the boating fraterlty, a large num ber 
of whom assembled to witness the contest. The 
monotony of the day, however, was relieved to­ 
wards four o’clock, when 
about forty or fifty 
persons, who bad congregated on the landing oppo­ 
site Kyle’s grounds, were handsomely precipitated 
Into the water, táe rotten rimber having given 
way. 
A simultaneous yell was raised, caused 
m ore by the fright than any real injnry, there 
being 
none 
to 
complain 
of, 
and 
In 
the 
twinkling of an eye the crowd was tossing and tum ­ 
bling In the float, which was sunk beneath some 
three or four feet of water. After being satisfactorily 
soaked the parties scrambled np, langhlng good 
humoredly, but feeling anything but pleasant, espe­ 
cially tbe dandles la the linen suits, who, by the 
way, were In a sorry plight, since the cool breezes 
of the evening began to whistle through the great 
arches of tne bridge. Tbere was a large attendance 
of siiectators on shore, while the river was com­ 
pletely dotted with rowing craft. Little Interest, 
however, appeared to be felt In tne coming contests, 
there being but little prospect oi any taking place. 
Finally the flrst race was aonouneed. It was for 
double sculls, “for all comers,” over a five mile 
course—a mile and a quarter from the landing, 
return and repeat—seventeen foot working boats, 
the prizes consisting of gold medals. For this 
contest there were entered John Kyle and John 
Hhean on the one side, George Francis and Jonn 
Biglin on the other. The competitors got into line 
about half-past four o’clock, Kyle and Hhean being 
on the outside. There was scarcely any betting. 
At the word “go” the competitors dipped alm ost 
simultaneously and started off vigorously.

and Rhean to avoid the current were flrst to hng the 
opposite shore, and obtained a lead of about two 
lengths, which they maintained wltn some slight 
variation nntll the turning of the upper stakeboat 
Bigltn and Francis, who were evidently reserving 
themselves, as they had yet three and a half miles 
to 
go. 
now began 
to 
close 
up with tneir 
opponents, and, coming within half a length of 
them, remained In that position 
on the 
flrst 
stretch home. Kyle and Rhean were first to turn the 
stakeboat, abont a length and a half In advance, 
their opponents getting slightly fouled as they 
rounded It. 
i he contestants now went to work 
with a will, both parties making a rush lor the oppo­ 
site shore. When about three-quarters the way up 
Biglin and Francis liegan to come np rapidly, and 
were soon bow and bow, the two boats rounding the 
upper stakeboat simultaneously. The mUe and a 
Quarter stretch was s close affair and well contested. 
Bigiln and Francis took the lead, m aintaining It 
with spirit, and finally came la winners, about a 
coujile 01 lengths ahekd, having completed the dis­ 
tance in 31m. 69s. 
The second race was for double scnlls, two and a 
half miles, lor am ateurs under twenty years of age, 
and seventeen foot working boats. First prize, two 
gold medals. The am ateurs were well grown for 
t heir respective ages, and apparently m ight success­ 
fully have contested a will in case Uielr majority was 
disputed. The contestanu were Edward J. Blake 
and R. U. Deeley, with the boat Roaher, and William 
Gannon and Pnillp Biglin, with the boat Stamp. The

Four Hotels aud Many Other Valuable 


Buildings Destroyed. 


LOSS ESTIMATED AT $250,000.

The 3lBt of August will be a memorable day In tbe 
history of Capo May. At half-past two A. M. the 
dreadful cry of Are was heard, and In a few minutes 
thereafter yonr correspondent was at the scene 
ol conflagration. At that time it was confined to 
the small Japanese store of P. P. Boyton, the pearl 
diver, situated on W ashington street, adjoining the 
Post Office. At this tim e a few buckets of w ater 
would have saved hundreds of thousands of dol­ 
lars; but the Inflammable nature of the rlce- 
paner 
goods stored in the building, together 
with the want 
of 
organization 
and me ab­ 
sence of buckets or tools of any description, 
allowed the fire to obtain such a headway th at in a 
short time the frame buildings on the east of Boy ton's 
were enveloped In flames as far as Townsend’s dry 
goods store, on the corner of Decatur street, oppo­ 
site the La Pierre House. The La Pierre was closed 
for the season, ana by me presence of mind of Mr. 
Edmund A. Souder, who directed the crowd, the 
house was broken open, carpets torn up, saturated 
with water, and spread over the roofs and out 
of the windows, not only saving the hotel but 
Riegel’s new cottage adjoining. The wind, at 
first 
very light, 
soon 
blew 
pretty brisk 
In 
the direction 
of 
the sea. 
The citizens were 
soon on the ground, and the new hook and 
ladder truck was brought upon the ground. There 
was an Immense tank holding 1,700 gallons in th 
loft of the United State8,all of which was used on the 
pearl diver’B store and Post Office, but without 
effect. 
About forty-flve m inutes past tliree In the morning 
the United States took Are, and in fifteen minutes 
tbe whole structure was In ruins, m e cupola having 
fallen In about four o’clock. B arrett’s billiard rooms 
and tenpin alleys soon followed the United States, 
and the row of stores and dwellings In the old 
American House following In quick succession the 
whole block from Decatur street to Jackson street 
was destroyed.

The board 
walk In front of the new and old Atlantic was 
burned. The Columbia House was saved by the 
alm ost superhum an exertions of Captain J. T. 
Smith, I.CW1S Stillwell and Alderman Massey, who, 
w rapped In wet blankets, kept their posts on tlie 
roof of the Washington House, though everybody 
was driven off by me intense heat, this being the 
nearest building to the fire. Had It ignited the Co­ 
lumbia would have been destroyed. The cottage

The scene from the Columbia House was eenM- 
cal’y sublime.

Some further argum ents were had yesterday be­ 
fore Judge Troy, In the County Court, in the case of 
Uliarles Myers, a private m the United States Army, 
Who was arrested for desertion and discharged on a 
w nt of habeas corpus by Judge Troy, on a plea of 
being under age. AGer oetng released he was again 
rearrested by order of tbe com m andant at Fort 
Hamilton—General Vogdes—and Is now In the cus­ 
tody of the United States. 
It appears that the recruit enlisted July 12. 1866, a t 
Bladensburg, Maryland, and there declared under 
oath that he was eighteen years and eight m onths 
of age. He afterwards deserted, was arrested and 
then releoseil by Judge Troy, as above stated. At 
that time It was the law of the United States for 
minors over eighteen years of age to enlist them ­ 
selves. On the recent writ of habeas corpus the 
ro( ruit gave a different age. 
Judge Troy said the only desire of the court Is 
to do Its duty. 
It seems that this dlfflcnity arises 
ont of the m inds of some officials tnat tbe State 
courts 
are 
necessarily opposed to the United 
Siatcs government. This lully might have done 
very well In tne South when In a state of 
reoelllon, but to apply It now to the great .state of 
New York, from which the I’resldent of tne republic 
received more support than any other State in the 
Union. IS inconstatent. Ho far aa I look at tne m at­ 
ter I coDcleve it the dutv of a state Judge to ob.^erve 
the laws of tne Cnited States as fully as the laws of 
the State; and administer them or a-stat In adminta- 
tering them as tar as la his power will perm it him.

It Is 
evident there could have been no hesitation this 
morning in resolving on the downward movement. 
An unpreceileiited siuggishne*! of trade and enter­ 
prise 18 prevuleut, and as the cheapening of capital 
will enable our manufacturers to ship at lower 
terms than woulu otherwise bo possible, it is 
by this means we m ust lool^ for an extension of 
business. In proportion as the lowering of tne rata 
answers in purpose, a reaction will ensue from 
the inerease of transactions, and nothing but good 
Should result to all parties.

sired his sou to toke hU place, and to distribute me 
rewards to the troqpA” We are told that the young 
Prince acquitted nimself of bU task with success; 
the soldiers were pleased with his "self-posses­ 
sion and with liis good seat In the saddle;” and, on 
lie other baud, we learn from the order of the day 
ot General Bourbakl, the commanding officer in the 
camp, that “the Prince Imperial had declared him- 
seir well satUfled with the appearance of tne troops 
at the review.” Here we havA therefore, lor tne 
llrst time, this Prince, little more than tnirieeu years 
old, discharging one. certainly not of the most ardu- 
ouA but not the least im portant luuotioiis of royalty. 
Tuere is no reason why we should doubt that tbe 
lUe ol the Emperor Napoleon may yet be spared 
many years—as many, a t all events, as may be ne­ 
cessary to enable his son, in conformity with the 
provisions of tbe im perial constitution, to ascend 
me throne In the regular aud immediate course of 
successlou.

Tdere are solid in- 
tnnslc quahtiea essential to tne office of a personal 
ruler, and iheie are mere external lorms easily ob­ 
served even by a sovcreigawho “ retgna Outdoes not 
govern.” The founder of a dynasty Is well aware 
now inUniteiy easier it is to bequeath his estate than 
hla genius aud character to his posterity.

All three coinpauiea are distinct, but 
have entered Into arrangcm euts for mutual help and 
protcction-arrangem cD ts wnlch will be partic 
pated in bv the cable to Australia. But these enter­ 
prises are thrown Into the shade—so far as length of 
cable is coucerned-oy one wtiich la now engaging 
tne attention of a committee sitting In New \o rk , 
whicn alms at laying a telegraphic line from San 
Francisco to Japan, a distance of h,OOo miles.

have, say our cousins, the longest railway In the 
world, and we mean to have the longest tele­ 
graphic cable as well; and so calculaiions have

quarters” on every side and commenced their 
jouniey towards home.

new speculation—the sale of the water of the 
Gettysburg Springs.

ing that although they received sixpence in 
cash for the day their board meant only the 
large wooden shingles, to be carried one on tho 
back and the other in front, on which his 
placards were pasted, the man’s head being 
driven through a hole in the centre. 
The per­ 
ambulating cheap pencil man of Paris “ laid 
olT’ some years since, and as no person could 
say Where he weut to it was given out he was 
(lead. 
He suddenly reappeared, however, in 
the streets, and his pencils were talked of 
more than ever, he himself observing, “ Any 
person knows how to live, but few know how 
to die in order to live.” 
A Californian 
advertised once in San Francisco by lettering 
his business and address on the shorn sides of 
puppy dogs, which he bought from the boys, 
and then leaving the animals to run into the 
refroshracnt saloons.

new power to the sway of the democratic 
sceptre formerly wielded by the defunct body. 
But it has a far wider theatre of action before 
it, with vastly increased elements of strength 
and power at command, and incomparably 
greater influences to wield and interests to 
control. 
The arena on which this new party 
is to contend for political supremacy and the 
state of opposing parties offer to it at once 
tbe grandest scope for action, with the fullest 
assurances of success.

The utmost efforts will be put forth to 
return a democratic majority in the Assembly, 
and then, with both branches of tbe Legisla­ 
ture in harmony with the Executive, tbe work 
of the campaign of 1872 will be light to them. 
Their candidate for the next Presidency they 
have publicly announced—he is one of them­ 
selves, 
and his name 
is 
John T. Hoff­ 
man. 
The Albany 
Regency, 
under Van 
Buren, 
secured 
its 
power by the con­ 
solidation of tho great democratic party 
and in harmony of action on the political 
issues of that day, and then put the man 
under whose standard they had fought and 
won their flrst campaign in tho Presidential 
chair. 
Now the object of the Tammany 
Regency is to make this city and State the 
great rallying centre of the entire democracy. 
North and South, East and West, and in their 
first encounter with the republican or adminis­ 
trative pa»-ty in 1872 march to tbe flght for 
the Presidency under the standard of John T.

The letter of reprimand addressed by the 
Sultan of Turkey to tho Viceroy of Egypt is 
fully expressive of the former’s opinion of the 
slight paid to his dignity. 
The form of making 
the invitations to foreign Powers to attend the 
opening of the Suez Canal direct, and not 
through tho medium of Constantinople, has 
evidently touched one of the weak points of 
the Sublime Porto. 
The liberality of the Vice­ 
roy, and especially his expenditure in the pur­ 
chase of arms and iron-clads, would naturally 
cause a sentiment of jealousy to arise, because 
Egypt, being called upon to play a conspicuous 
figure, Turkey perhaps fears that a separation 
may be eminent. 
The fact of the Suez Canal 
being a success places Egypt in a most pro­ 
minent position in regard to the entire uni­ 
verse. 
In fact, she will, possess the key of 
speedy communication between the East and 
tho West. 
Not alone will 
the increased 
traffic yield an equivalent revenue, but the 
wealth of the country itself will be greatly de- 
vclojied by the facilities of transport offered 
and the frequent contact between the natives 
and enlightened travellers from all parts. 
Whatever may 
be tho 
consequence, the 
great undertaking of the Sue* Canal owes 
Us completion to the co-operation of the Vice­ 
roy of Egypt, and not to that of tho Sultan. Tho 
Viceroy’s enliglitened ideas, combined with a 
desire to increase the development of the com­ 
merce of his country, induced him to strain 
every nerve in order to secure such a grand 
triumph. 
Proud of the succoss of his en­ 
deavors and tlie cordial welcome extended to 
him on his rer.ent tour through Europe, such a 
calling to apcount may yet ca'ise him to desire 
thaLhis nountrv mav bo free. 
Recent accounU 


state that the differei.'C«« between Turkey and 
Egypt have been aatia.*^toril7 arranged; but 
■bould tbe Porto assume too much authority 
we may expect a dlfllcm’ty ‘bat wiU causa a 
more severe oonciusion U’ be felt than is 
generaUj expected. 


It is reported that twenty-one .missionaries 
have been killed in China, and the advocates 
of the old-fashioned style of Interooa ree with 
the Chinese wiU find, great comfort in the 
deaths of these devotees. 
Already the.▼ are 
hinting that this new evidence of tho barb«u"l8m 
of the Celestials ought to be taken as ce n- 
clusive agsinst any liberal or fair treatment 
such people. 
But this cannot be accepted as 
very strong argument. 
If twenty-one mis­ 
sionaries have been killed there are only so 
many more instances that indiscreet zeal must 
pay the penalty due to those who heedlessly 
excite tbe relig|h)ua prejudices and inflame 
with stupid hostility the passions of a more or 
less ignorant populace. 
Mobs once excited are 
apt to kill men, even in thie fair and rational 
city; and we know of nothing more likely 
to gather such a mob than the proposition to 
bum all the churches of a given sect. 
Sup­ 
pose twenty “ missionaries” of tbe Presby­ 
terian bicker went up Mulberry street to burn 
St. Patrick’s Cathedral, what sort of figures 
would they out before tbe coroner’s jury ? 
Yet this is just the proposition of tbe Christian 
missionary to “tbe heathen’* everywhere. 
He 
goes armed with his dogmata, and with bis 
eyes resolutely shut to the fact that a people 
as capable of reasoning as himself will not ac­ 
cept his theories at the first glance to the ex­ 
clusion of the tenets held among them for thou­ 
sands of years. 
He rushes forward to over­ 
throw temples, to bum idols, and to degrade 
priests who have as strong a hold upon the 
people subject to their influences as he 
has upon bis home circle—perhaps just a little 
stronger, since this hold depends mainly upon 
the ignorance of those who are held. 
He 
consequently gets himself chopped up. But he 
also does something that the world has greater 
reason to regret. 
He retards the progress of 
tme enlightenment, delays and prevents the 
opcmiag of free intercourse between nations of 
different civilization, and flirnishes tho ready 
pretext for the indiacriminate use of power 
against a people of different faith. 
A point in our civilization at which God and 
Mammon stand side by side and face the same 
way is in the hitherto accepted mode of view­ 
ing non-Christian nations. 
The platform of 
the missionary is exactly tbe platform of those 
British traders who recently addressed Mr. 
Browne and complimented him upon the fact 
that the views he had endeavored to further in 
China were not the views of his government, 
but were a great deal better, of course. 
It 
might be worth while to regret that we had 
been represented in a foreign country by a 
minister who could be praised by such words 
if it were not the unfortunate result of our 
system of appointment that we are as likely to 
have incompetent and unfit persons as any 
other in such places. 
But, altogether, we 
think there is plentiful reason to rejoice over 
the enforced recall of Mr. Ross Browne, as It 
has fixed public attention on the principal 
point in our relations with China, and as it 
has directly led to the nomination of a man for 
the place who is more fit for It than any 
other man under the sun. 
We refer, of 
course, to Horace Greeley. In another column 
wiii be found an article extracted from the 
Tribune of yesterday, which is principally 
Important in its closing passage. 
Everybody 
will perceive at once that Greeley is there 
presented as tho fit man to represent the 
American people in the presence or the neigh­ 
borhood of Chinese majesty. 
His name, it is 
true, is not mentioned; but fortunately he is a 
man of that class—of those broad and salient 
features of character that are recognizable 
without the addition of that arbitrary sign—a 
name. 
Let our new minister, says the article, 
“be a man of principle; one, moreover, who 
has brains and soul enough to understand that 
the only possible basis of profitable relation­ 
ship with China is a foundation of integrity, 
good faith and justice.” Now this is Greeley, 
for the Tribune does not believe that there 
are two men on tho face of the earth endowed 
with the amount of brains and soul set down 
in the memorandum, and who are at tho same 
time “ men of principle.” 
Wo cordially second the motion of our con­ 
temporary. 
We 
conjure, 
pray, 
implore, 
beseech, and urge the President and all tho 
members of the Cabinet, and all parties and 
persons having power in tho premises, to 
send Greeley to the Chinese capital forthwith. 
He is fitter for tho place than any other man, 
and fitter for that than for any other place. 
It 
is an appointment that would touch the 
Chinese to the very heart, for they would 
suppose it had been made in our American 
admiration for their groat philosopher, Con­ 
fucius. 
Greeley is a great deal like Con­ 
fucius, and the Chinese would perceive this 
at once. 
His philosophic inilifference to the 
conventionalities of life, his sincere and undis­ 
guised love of virtue, cowhide boots, old 
clothes and agricultural pursuits ; his dilapi­ 
dated coat and that white hat on the back of 
the head disclosing a half acre of forehead- 
all these bespeak him a true disciple of the 
Confiician school. 
He would stand higher in 
China than in any other country, and any 
economical use of our material would therefore 
dictate that he should go there. 
His very 
outlandishness, that would make him seem a 
simpleton in London or Paris, would bo his 
best qualification in outlandish Pekin. 
They 
would hardly know that he was not a China­ 
man. There he would find, ton, that ail bis 
favorite Ideas have been common property for 
ages. 
He would find protecliun 
inscribed 
on 
every 
stone 
in 
the 
great 
wall. 
He would open Confuoiusonly tosee that when 
Ke K'ang asked the master about the govern­ 
ment, saying, “ What do you say to killing tho 
unprincipled for the good of the principled ?” 
Confucius replied, “Sir, in carrying on your 
government why shoiild you use killing at all ?” 
He would thus touch tho sympathetic chord 
of opposition to 
capital puavshmeut. 
lie 
would find thi» agreeraint at (#very step, and 
who can measure the good effect that this 
discovery of intimate relationship would have 
on our diplomacy?

Stowe^v libel 
against the Hon. Mrs. Leigh, his strangest 
moral evidence, and citing the Qheen of Chg- 
land, that model of chastity and all matronly 
virtues, as a obief witness in favor of bis 
client. 
Our readere cannot fail tobe struck 
with the fact that Lady Byron herself is 
brought forward as a witness in behalf of the 
Hon. Mre. Leigh. 
That the name of this 
much injured lady was bestowed upoa Ada 
Augusta, the only child of Lord and Lady 
Byron, as a token of Lady Byron’s belief in 
the innocence of the relations between her hus­ 
band and his half sister, is an interesting and 
significant fact.

The foUowlng cable account of the friendly Inter­ 
national greetings and compliments which were in­ 
terchanged between the Oxford and Harvard men 
end their respective friends in England, after the 
terminaUon of the great boat race, will be read with 
interest, although the main pomta of the report had 
already reached os by special telegram tbrougb the 
French Atlantic cable, and were publlshea In the 
HgRALD yesterday. The present despatches read:— 


Lo n d o n, August 81.188». 
A grand f6te was given at the OrysUI Faiaon at 
Sydenham, last evening in honor of the Harvard and 
Oxford boat crews by the London Rowing Club. Mr. 
Layton, the President of the clnb, occupied the chair. 
All the members of the Harvard crew were present 
except Mr. Loring, but Mr. WUlan alone represented 
the oxford crew. There were also present 120 In­ 
vited guests, including Charles Dlckena Thomas 
Hnghes, Edmund Yates, Captain Anderson and 
m any other notaq|es. Messrs. Motley and Moran 
were tendered Invitations, but were unable to at­ 
tend. The rooms were tastefuUy decorated with the 
American and British fiafA as well as those of the 
different boat clubs. After the dinner toasts were 
given to “The Queen of England” and “The Preri- 
dent of the United Stetes,” which were drunk wRh 
enthoslastio and prolonged cheers. 
Charles Dickens was 
received with 
repeated 
rounds of applause. It was some m inutes before he 
could speak. He playfully alluded to the fact of the 
ehairm an’s deputing him to propose- the toast of 
the avening, “The Oxford and Harvard orew a” 
(Cheers.) 
He said:—A remarkable and affecting 
volume was published at the Ume of his last visit to 
America. That volumo conialned the o.'ographlcs 
of ninety-five of tUo Harvard students, wUo, at one 
time or another, boro arms In the servloe of their 
country. Nothing w u more remarkable In these 
descendanu of our forefathers than the InvlDclble 
determination with which some of them fought 
against odds in the late war. and the dauntless 
spirit with which they sustained defeat. Who would 
say after the contest of Friday that Harvard was less 
true to herself in peace Uian m war r Who could fall to 
recognize In the boat’s crew the leaven of her soldiers 
and not feel that she has now a greater right than 
ever to bo proud of her sons. M d take them to her 
breast when they return w tthresounded acclama- 
rionr The Duke of WeUlngton said there was only 
one thing worse than a great vtctorr—a great de­ 
feat. But there was another sense In the ose of the 
term “a great defeat.” Such was the defeat of a 
handfnl of daring fellows who made a dash of ihon- 
sands of mUes In order to meet conquerors In their 
own domain—(choers)-a defeat such as that which 
Harvard had sustained. (Cheers.) He regretted the 
absence of the Oxford men. Ue wonid not say much 
of them, good or bad. If anything was to be said to 
their disparagement It was that they won so often. 
He thought they could afford to lose In the event of 
another contest. He was sure hs expressed bla own 
teehngs. the feelings of Oxford and the feelings of 
EnglUhmen when ho bade the Harvards a cordial 
welcome and wished them “God-speed” In their 
homeward journey. TTie victory m ight be H arvard’s 
next time. Meanwhile he assured them of anen- 
thuHlasUc welcome at home, which would find an 
echo in every corner of England. 
He concluded amid great w plause, coupling the 
toast with the names of Simmons and Wlllan. 
Jir. Simmons replied briefly. He expressed tils 
warm est tbauks for the cordiality and hospitality 
extended tue Harvard crew. 
While recognizing 
tbetr dereat, be hoped the next crew, or the same 
crew It they came over again, would find in that de­ 
feat their success. They bad been » n eflted by the 
experience. Looking to the crew by which they 
were defeated he ha(Tno reason to bo ashamed. 
Mr. Wlllan, on the part of the Oxfords, regretted 
the unavoidable absence of the remainder of the 
crew. With respect to tue race, as an old hand, he 
said It had not boeu won easily. 
It was the best 
race ho ever rowed. 
Mr, Thomas Hughes then toasted the London Ghih. 
He referred to his own experiences and the gioncs 
of the English universities. He asserted that Har­ 
vard University, In produemg James Russell Lowell, 
John Lothrop Motley, Ralph Waldo Emerson and 
Louis Agassiz, had reason to pride Itself, Future 
generations would regard some ol the Harvards 
with the veneration given to our Hampdens and 
others In past generations. 
Mr, I'layford proposed the toast “ Our Visitors.” 
He regretted that the Harvards had not used a 
coacn. No crew could attain perfection without a 
coach. He urged them to use one In th en future 
training. 
After the toast to the London Club Hr. Rico pro­ 
posed to the Harvards only to give cheers, on account 
of the courtesy and kindness shown by the club. 
They were given amid great applause. 
At tnc conclusion there was a grand display of 
fireworks m honor of the occasion.

ACCIDEfl ON THE BOSTON AHD ALBAHf RAILROAOL

One of the mo«t painful accidents that has han- 
paiMd In this vtoinlty for a long tlm a ooonrreA 
OB the Boston and Albany RaUroad a t Newton 
about eight o’clock. 
The vicum 
was a weU 
known conductor ou a freight train. It appears tnaft' 
in tha freight train which leB thia city at seven 
o’clock last evening were some “compromise” cara, 
upon which were two taaka, each used for th n 
iranaportauon or petroleum In bulk. 
The tanks- 
had been emptied at East 
Boston 
and

on their way to Erie to be replenished. They are- 
large sod cylindrical in form. 
In the centre of each

car to another. Last nisht it seems that Mr. Samuel 
Preston, when near Newton Cenue, about seven 
miles from Boston, had occasion to pass over 
one of the oil cam He had hla lantern in hin- 
hand, and as soon as he reached the first tank tne 
fire of hU lantern Ignited the gases which were gener­ 
ated by the residue of the petroleum, and an explo- 
■lon immediately took place. The top of the tank 
waa blown off and the interior at once became a 
livid sheet of fire. Into tbla the unfortunate man in­ 
stantly fall, and although he made the moat stren­ 
uous exertions to extricate himself, In wnich he wa» 
finally succeaeful, it was not until he bad been fear- 
fnuy burned, in nls agony he ran into a field oloen 
by. Unejof tbe employes about the depot at Newton

Tbe Board lUelf 1s a body corporate, 
created by the Legislature pf New Jersey, composed 
of the owners ol real estate in the county, and hav­ 
ing certain powers that are exercised under tbe su­ 
pervisory control ol the Board of Chosen Freehold­ 
ers wtuch holds the plenary county Jurisdiction.

glneerA and this duty tne Essex Count Road Board 
seems to have performed with admirable judgm ent. 
The county of Essex is, perhaps, excepiionably 


and the beautiful Llewellyn Park, lie within lU 
limits, and the Passa.c river forms its eastern boun­ 
dary. Avenues couuectlng these poluu have, there­ 
fore, the great advantage of beginning and ending 
somewhere, and the work of the engineers Is ren­ 
dered thereby the easier from its inception.

As far 
as practicable they will be run In direct iidca ollfer- 
iDg the easiest and most convenient means of travel 
from point to point. While tbe time and attention 
f tbe Board have been mostly given 10 roada of 
utility, as manifestly of the first Importance. It U 
yet considered tnat roads fur pleasure travel are 
legitimately within the sphere of its action; and, re­ 
garding tbe whole county of Essex as a suburb of 
New York, it has naturally looked beyond the 
county Hmiu to tne construction’ of three grand 
highways across the intervening county of Hudson 
to Jersey City and Hoboken. These big 1 ways sbould 
be bnllt u well for pleasure carnages as fur heavy 
traffic, of such width th at the road for light driving 
might be in tbe middle, and separated from the 
traffic roads by a row of shade trees on either side. 
It luiKht be constructed of different niatrnals from 
the side roadA and kept always perfectly smooth, 
as It would nevor be cut up by the passage of heavily 
lailcn wagons. With such a road tbe business man 
of New York, living In New Jersey, might journey to

The President, accompanied by Secretary Fish and 


General Porter, arrived here this morning "\ an 
early train from New Tort and oroceeded tr je re- 
sidence of Secretary Fish, where he breakfasted and 
then drove to the Executive mansion. Quite a large 
number of omce seekers and visitors were in attend- 
ancefshortly after nine o'clock, and between that time 
and eleven o'clock several were received'by the Presi- 
dent in the library, where He transacts busi- 
ness, the repairs in the Executive office not yet 
being completed. Acting Secretary Richardson and 
Commissioner Delano had a long interview with him 
relative to various Internal Revenue appointments 
and other matters requiring the President's atten- 
tion. At noon the Cabinet convened, there being 
present Secretaries Fish, Eawlins, Robepon and 
Cox, Postmaster General Creswell, Assistant Secre- 
tary Richardson and Assistant Attorney General 
Field. 


Postmaster General Creswell reached Washington 


lastnigbt. He has so far recovered from the injury 
to his arm that ho will hereafter give the business 
or his department personal attention.

Kobeeon also arrived last night for the purpose of 
attending the Cabinet meeting. He will remain 
until the end or the week, when he will join Admiral

The nie;ting adjourned at four o'clock. Various

treaty with the United States. Ko decided action 
was taken in the matter of the selection of a succes- 
sor to the Chinese mission, and it is understood that 
no appointment will be made during the presence of 
the President in this city, thoueh there is no doubt

'lays. The vacancy occasioned at the Chinese c'ourt 
nnd particularly at a time when all the evillmpros- 
Blons lert by Mr. Browne in the abandonment of his

The United States and New Atlantic Hotels, 


the American Row and Several Cottages 
and Stares Destroyed—Harrow Escape of 
tbe Other Hotels. 


[Cape May correspondence (August 31) of the Phila- 


delphia Evening Telegraph.) 


The 31st of August will be a memorable day in the 


history or Cape May. At half-past two A. Jtt. the 
dreadful cry of flre was heard, and In a few minutes 
thereafter your correspondent was at the scene 
ot conflagration. At that time it was conBned to 
the small Japanese store of P. P. Boyton, the pearl 
diver, situated on Washington street; adjoining the 
Post Offlce. At this time a rew buckets or water 
would have saved hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars; but rue Inflammable nature or the rlce- 
paper goods stored to tne building, together 
with the want or organization and the ab- 
sence of bncsets or tools of any description, 
allowed the flre to obtain such a headway that in a 
short Hme the frame buildings on tiie east ot Boyton's 
were enveloped in flames as far as Townsend's dry 
goods store, on the corner of Decatur street, oppo- 
site the La Pierre House. The La Pierre was closed 
for the season, ana by the presence of mind or Mr. 
Edmund A. Bonder, who directed the crowd, the 
house was broken open, carpets torn up, saturated 
with water, and spread over the roofs and out 
of the windows, not only saving the hotel but 
Hegel's new cottage adjoining-. The wind, at 
flrsc very light, .soon 
blew pretty brlsfc in 


the direction of the sea. The citizens were 
soon on the ground, and the new hoofc and 
ladder tmclc was brought upon the ground. There 
was an immense tank holding 1,700 gallons in the 
loft of the TJnited States,all of which was used on the 
pearl diver's store and Post omce, but without 
effect. 


About forty-flve minutes past three In the morning 


the United States took flre, and iu fifteen minutes 
the whole structure was in ruins, the cupola having 
fallen in about four o'clocK. Barrett's billiard rooms 
and tenpin alleys soon followed the United States, 
and the row or stores and dwellings in the old 
American House allowing in quick succession the 
whole block from Decatur street to Jackson street 
was destroyed. 


In about twenty minutes the wind carried tlie 
sparks across the Intervening lot to tha new At- 
lantic Hotel, and this, together with all the stores 
and stables intervening, was destroyed. 
The 
Centre House was in imminent danger rrom the 
sparks, but trees In front or the house protected it 
somewhat rrom the Intense heat 


At this stage or the fearful drama the hoae of 
Congress Hall was brought upon the ground, aud 
with the aid of their engine, succeeded in savins' 
the Centre, thus arresting the spread of the names In 
•!£» ,ir^tOD.- *" we" ^ savln£ fe Ocean House. 
The old Atlantic was on flre several times, but the 
flames were put out and it was saved. Tlie board 
wait iu front of the new and old Atlantic was 
burned. The Columbia House was saved bv the 
almoac Eunerhnman. exertions of Captain J T 
Smith, Lewis Stillwell and Alderman Jiassey who" 
wrapped to wet blankets, kept their po=!ts on Hie 
roof of the Washington House, though, everyuotty 
was driven off by tne Intense heat, this being tiie 
nearest building to the fire. Had it ignited th? Co- 
lumbia would have Been destroyed. The cott"irp 
opposite the United States Hotel, on the corner of 
Decatur aud Washington streets, occupied bv 
n Hham L. Hirst, of your city, was destroyed. 
Ihe scene from the Columbia House was terrifl- 
cal'y sublime. The red flames checlcecl the rail of 
the frame buildings, and the huge clouds or smoke 
interspersed witn sparks, noated out to sea aud 
hung lite a pall above the surf.

The freight house of the Chicago, Burlington and 


Quincy Kailroad at Quincy was destroyed by flre last 
night. The tracks on both sides of the freight house 
were covered with freight cars, and about twenty of 
them were destroyed with their contents. Twenty 
other cars were more or less injured. A portion "of 
the cars belonged to the Toledo, Wabash and 'Wes- 
tern Railroad, bnt the large majority to the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy Katlroad. The money and 
some or the valuable papers In the freight house 
were secured, bnt the books and papers pertaining 
to the roaa from its organization were destroyed.

Tlio Demmnda of Commerce—Free Trnflo or 


Protection.

What cau be tae secret bond of aiiiiuO between a 
degree ot political ireedoni which most people would 
Ue Disposed to consider unbounded license and the 
utter exciufllou of coaimercial ubertfl' Tue exist- 
ence of such a connection is a strange enigma, and 
yet the same pueuoineua have appeared both in tho 
old World and the New. In the earlier days of the 
Iree trade movement in Kngland. aud indeed 
during me whoie of Its 
progress, the chart- 
ists strained every nerve to oppose 
It. and 
wuenever 
they 
could 
muster

suillcleut 
strength interrupted the public meetings of me 
free traders, even resorting to open violence when 
other measures were found inadequate for the pur- 
pose. In America it is the extreme radicals, or re- 
publicans, ivho are the chief promoters of protec- 
tion aud the most inveterate eueuntw of free trade. 
Again, to give another Illustration, there was a 
meeting at the cast end or London ontv the other 
dar, the persons composing wluca, to judge Irom 
their speecne-J and the resolutions that were 
passed, must have beeu equally protectionists aud 
republicans, 'ihe meeting purported u> be con- 
vened lor the expiess object or denouncing iree 
trade aud advocating a return to protection, aud 
the violent cnaracter of the Incendiary harangues 
which were uttered would have done creau, or the 
reverse, according to ttiil'erences of opimoa, to the 
most lurlous loilowers oi Feargus O'Connor in tne 
days when chartism, now supposed to have been 
Jong dead, was at its height, and lurnished a text 
lor po.itical homilies from Jlr. carlyle. Tuat men 
who are ror "no Church, no State, no nothing," 
but what has been termea "tue sovereignty of 
the 
individual,1' should Insist upon prohibi- 
tory tariffs aud taxes on the 
necessaries or 


me—in other words, tue most oppressive of ad 
laws—is certainly a very curious paradox. It is 
satisiactory to know, however, that a free trada 
movement is on loot in America, which cannot Ian, 
atuoug so shrewd and intelligent a people, to achieve 
the same decisive success in tne end as tuat wnich 
commenced thirty years ago lu England andAttametl 
the chief object lor securing which it had been m- 
aueurated witiiin ten yeam after its initiation. And 
here we may remark, in passing, a very curious 
parallel suggests itself. Tne rise and progress or the 
free trade movement in England wus contempo- 
raneous! witn Me liec.ln'j aua jail of diarttam or 
extreme rafUca-lixm, and it Is a curious subject for 
speculation whether a like phenomenon will oe 
witnessed in the New World. 


At this juncture it may uot be inopportune to in- 
vite the attention of tnOse who still seem unaware 
that protection in tuese times u au anachronism and 
au anomaly altogether out oi date ami out or jomc 
with modern institutions and ideas to tae miscon- 
struction wnich has beita put upon the dicta, or cer- 
tain lamous political economists touching the 
methods or production m new countries, for it is 
upon this mibapprehensifci that the only remaining 
arguments of any weightor plausibility in favor ot 
a proliib.tory policy have been baseiL When, for 
instance, Mr. Kae, Mr. 'John Stuart Mill and 
others urge that in 
_ a' new country, equally 
adapted lor 
a particuKr industry" with 
an 
old onr, it may ba er>edient, for the pur- 
poses of establishing that spicies of production m 
the former, to exclude the wires coming irom the 
la.ter. their proposition ooesuot apply iu auyrea- 
sonable senoe to a country life the United states. 
Although the American tTniot as an independent 
Power is, in years, but jqung ttien compared with 
England or prance, still in realty, and as regards 
the age of its industries and mtuufactures, it is not 
entitle! to be consiaered a neiviountry at ail. The 
very names of some ol its prmcijai SMles furnishes 
proof of this. Be'ides, if thernle ol Drotection 
ivere to hoid good in favor of \nierica as a new- 
country relatively to tne countneSor Knrope, It must 
equally hold good as between onetart of tne United 
States ana another. Upon this prteiple a new ann 
paniahy unreclaimed territory jut erected into a 
tiaie ought to nave its miant iudstries protected 
an" lostered by me exclusion of tndbroducts ot the 
older states ol the Union, and the \'kv idea of sucn 
••a house divided against ItselP' ia impiv aosurd. 
But, lurt&er, it may easily be shown \at there is no 
country which needs protection less han America, 
because m no other country—at le^t among tne 
great Powers of the earth—is the popuuiou so small 
in proportion to the extent of Its vast tsources. In 
other words, there is no nation lu e^teuce which 
possesses all the elements of wealth an prosperity 
and the powers ol production in so eunenc a de- 
gree, and therefore none wnich requireao little the 
aid of artmcial props to bolster up anstimulants 
to develop its commerce and manuratures. All 
the uianuiactures and industries ko«m in the 
Old World equally exist IL America, and! would be 
odd—Indeed utterly Inexplicable—if, tip. all the 
natural and material advantages whtchWricans 
possess, they could not compete in theibwn mar- 
kets against the products or Kuropc, wlih are sun- 
ject to a very considerable tax, and a taihat can- 
not possibly be repealed. In the shape I rreigms 
and the charges Incidental to imporlation-Ali that 
me freest trade, the importation of Euritan pro- 
ducts on the largest scale from the Old \Vhi into 
America could do, would oe not to injure fe native 
industries of the latter, but really to becefllheiu by 
Imparting that nealtuv .stimulus which wild pre- 
vent their gomK to Kleep. There is no axiti, even 
in the exact sciences, more certain titan tit-mat, 


in the long run. the enjoyment of monopoly a»J the

TURKEY AND EGYPT. 


The Sultoa's tetcer to tUe Viceroy— Imperial 
Statement of tlie SsacaiLtion Towards .Europe. 
By the steamship China at this port yesterday 


evening we nave, from the Levant ueraut, the lull 
text of the letter recently forwarded to the Viceroy 
of Egypt by the Ottoman Porte, as follows:— 


Your Highness is aware of all tne various rumors 
and appreciations to which the object and chief aim 
ol your journey to Europe have given rise both in 
the press and in the cabinets. 
At the moment 
when these rumors were everywhere circulating, 
It appeared to us that a iranK and loyal explana- 
tion would be the sole means to remove all doubts 
aud difficulties to which they might give rise. By 
order of our augnst master, therefore, I avail myself 
of your Highuess' return to Egypt to address to you 
what lollows. The high confidence and benevolence 
of his imperiaLMajesty towards your Highness have 
been shown by too many visible and material proots 
10 render it necessary for me to dilate thereupon. 
At a moment wnen it was in the midst of the gravest 
political complications, the imperial government, 
ivmle mortifying them, did not rciusc to graut the 
various demands which yore addressed to it, thougn 
In the eyes of the world these demands did uot seem 
to harmonize with the sentiinents-of loyalty which 
our august master had a right to expect from you. 
This circumstance and the strange conduct of the 
Egyptian troops on iheir arrival and at the com- 
mencement o: their stay in Crete, on the occasion 
of the last insurrection in that island, and the pre- 
cipitation with which they were withdrawn, together 
with other similar inciaeuts. had been almost for- 
gotten by his Imperial Majesty the Sultan, with tne 
sole view of giving your Highness yet another proof 
of the benevolence with which he did not cease to 
be animated towards you. Tims your Highness wl'i 
admit that uot only (lid his Majesty show no de^rC 
to trammel Uie continuance of your power within its 
designated limits, but that he also spared nett'iei 
aid uor facility in your Interest. The great country 
oi Kgypt, which In placed under the administration 
of your Highness, being oue of the most important 
territorial possessions of his Imperial Majesty, tne

The news of the Khedive's decision to return to 
Zcypt having preceded his arrival by only sis days 
It has been impo=sio.e at so snort a notice to get up i 
the illuminations oa as grand a scaie as is generally 
the case on such occasions, but everything was so 
simple and j et so tastefully arranged that," coupled 
with tne perfect calmness of the weather, the Illu- 
minations during tiie whole of the three days which 
they lasted may be considered to have had a full suc- 
cess.

De immediately lotlowed Her and asUed "it 
(joe still refused to comply with his desires before 
marrying';" She answered "tbat wnen sac returned 
from Bl Piso she would retarn married." ne then 
drew a revolver, cocxed and pointed it at Her la

At three o'clock tbe Sheriff, accompanied by a 
flepuly proceeded to tne jail, and everything being 
In readiness the procession to the gallows was 
formed. Tue criminal, witn Father Bo'-rajo by his 
erne marched to death with a tirrn step and looks 
fixed upon the ground, never raising his head even 
once until all was over. His responses were made 
In a loud voice without a iremor. Arrlvlne at the 
Ecairold he bowed beiore it and ascended without 
the least slim of nervousness, heard tne sentence 
read m English and Spanish, with apparent indmer- 
cnce, and still stood tirmly without'a tremor until 
the rope waa cnt by the Sheriff, aad he was Uunched 
Into eternity a: naif-past three O'CIOCK. The fall was 
over six feet, ana His seek was broken. He dies 
without a struggle. After hanging half an hour the 
body was cut down, placed in a colSln. delivered to 
the attending priest, carried to the church ana bu- 
nco in the morning in the cnurch yard.

PERILOUS SITUATION AHD NARSOW ESCAPE BF AN ASSOCiA- 
— 
TED PRESS A6EKT.

On iTiday afternoon last Mr. W. G. Blanchard, of 
Boston agent or the Associated Press; Wr. Howes 
Sorns, Holmes' Hole marine news reporter for the 
Associated Press, and Peter Clanrhoru, boatman, left 
Hotmcs'Hole In a small sailboat for boss flsiung iu 
Vineyard Sound. The wind waa fresh with a chop- 
ping wnite-crested sea. While engaged in flshlng a 
large schooner, under full sail, was seen approach- 
ing, but a man being distinctly seen at her bow, and 
supposed to b« on the lookout, it was confidently 
believed by the fishing party that she would go by 
them. On she came, however, alrcctlyfor the fragile 
craft,* the gentlemen In the latter shouting to Her to 
luff and keep clear. The bowsprit of the schooner 
first carried away tne boat's moat, and then the bow 
struct Her stem, demolishing the rndiler, but throw- 
ing tno boat slightly to the starboard side of the 
bow, which caved her from wholly going under.

r itcd forever.on January 15,1818, Having been uiar- 
ri'>d only one year and thirteen davs; hut they never 
had sexual intercourse with each other after the 
first 6i» weeks of mainage, and "hcil lias no fury 
l.ke a woman scorned," especially regarding the 
Hymeneal rgms ol marriage. It is historically re- 
la'ed or Zeuobia, Queen of Palmyra, that from the

He took the baad of His weeping wile, and while 
thus sitnaied (a group for the pointer or sculptor) 
ne said, with a deep sigh, the words of bis favorite 
author, Shakapeare, "Wnen saall we three meet 
again P» to which tbe wife responded, "On earth, I 
b£pe.» Lord. Byron repl.sd "In heaven, I trust;" 
and those were HIS last words to her, as he save 
back tr,e iniant to its mother and silently ana SBwTy 
left the chamber, and wltb royal etiquette, face to 
face. So "Lady Byron's caressing the spaniel," ic., 
u another fiction; and well it might be, since tbe 
spaniel was a large dog of the Mont St. Bernard 
breed, and always at night guarded ills master's 
door as formerly when at Kewstead. There in the 
daytime the noble dog was tne playful companion 
or me woif and bear tnat guarded right aad left tba 
monastic staircase of the ancient Abbey. 


On April 26,1816, Lord Byron left England forever, 
and never again saw bis wife, child or sister. The 
poet died at the early age of thirty-five years, and 
the marble tablet to His memory over his grave lu 
the village church near Nswstead Abbey was erected 
by tbat faithful sister, or whom be had written:—

'IHe Board or bducation. although contemplating 
many changes, have been reluctant in mtrouuciu"- 
tlism too speedily, lest it might tie Icared that the 
eutire system was beiue unthinkingly inierlered 
wilu. One very important amendment to the pres- 
ent system which should be made by the nexc Le<ris- 
laturj is the total abolishment 
of 
the local 
buaraa or trustees. The trustees are 
generally 
"otnuJl fry" politicians and are ruled oy Ihe "lead- 
era" in the wardi •! hey recommend teachers lor 
appointment or promotion as their "leaders" com- 
mand, and tne result is that inauy who nave served 
loutt and faithfully In tnelr positions see others of 
less experience, but havuigthe good wni of the local 
ruiers, promoted or appointed toflll higher positions 
la wbicb vacancies may occur. The worKintrs of 
these local boards are oiten farcical iu tue extreme 
aud do more towards demoralizing the schools ana 
dishearteuins the teachers than many people are 
aware of. The Commissioners of Public schools 
should Have direct control of all matters appertain- 
ing to the schools and with tb3 proposed division of 
the city and appointment of additional supe'-in- 
tendeuts this direct control could be readily auu sut- 
iMfactonly exercised. 
The public is watching 
eagerly the doings of the Board of Education, and 
me Board should not be hamjjered by me quibbles 
of pettifogging politicians.

The Gettysburg battle field commemoration 


assemblage, as it has been termed, was 
brought to a conclusion last Saturday and the 
general meeting dissolved.

Advertising dodges are of very 
early date, and their successful perpetration 
for money-making uses taxes human ingenuity 
pretty severely at times. 
They have ever 


expressed deception, and consequently were 
calculated to mislead the public very exten- 
sively in the days prior to the complete estab- 
lishment of the cheap newspaper press by the 
subordination of steam and the electric tele- 
graph to its uses. 
The fiist advertising 


dodges were of an amusing, but, as in 
the 
case 
of 
the 
latest, heartless 
and 


unfeeling character. Twenty-five years since 
an Irish speculator in Ihiblin advertised for 
the services of any number of unemployed 
aged men, promising to give them "sixpence 
a day and their board."' He had many appli- 
cants, but the poor fellows found in the even- 
ing that although they received sixpence in 
cash for the day their board meant only the 
large wooden shingles, to-be carried one on the 
back and the other in front, on which his 
placards were pasted, the man's head being 
driven through a hole in the centre. 
The per- 


ambulating cheap pencil man of Paris "laid 
off" some years since, and as no person could 
say where he went to it was given out he was 
dead. He suddenly reappeared, however, in 
the streets, and his pencils were talked of 
more than ever, he himself observing, "Any 
person knows how to live, but few know how 
to die in order to live." 
A Californian 


advertised once in San Francisco by letterinn- 
his business and address on the shorn sides of 
puppy dogs, which he bought from the boys, 
and then leaving the animals to run into the 
refreshment saloons. 
The greed of gain be- 


gets selfishness and cruelty. Hence advertis- 
ing dodges. To-day we have books, pam- 
phlets, bottles of water, canes, wine and dog 
fighting, with many other sorts of new adver- 
tising dodges. The Gettysburg Springs water 
case is the latest. It may be a joint stock 
concern, perhaps; but in any view the nation's 
dead should be permitted to sleep in peace. 


Washington Qlobe, the Albany Argus and the 
Richmond Inquirer—were subsidized by the 
Regency, and those papers lent their great in- 
fluence to perpetuate its power.'

the Sullaij's Letter to the Viceroy. 
The letter of reprimand addressed by the 


Sultan of Turkey to the Viceroy of Egypt is 
fully expressive of the former's opinion of the 
slight paid to his dignity. The form of making 
the invitations to foreign Powers to attend the 
opening of the Suez Canal direct, and not 
through the medium of Constantinople, has 
evidently touched one of the weak points of 
the Sublime Porte. The liberality of the Vice- 
roy, and especially his expenditure in the pur- 
chase of arms and iron-elads, would naturally 
cause a sentiment of jealousy to arise, because 
Egypt, being called upon to play a conspicuous 
figure, Turkey perhaps fears that a separation 
may be eminent. The fact of the Suez Canal 
being a success places Egypt in a most pro- 
minent position in regard to the entire uni- 
verse. In fact, she will pos-ess the key of 
speedy communication between the East and 
the West. 
Not alone will the increased 


traffic yield an equivalent revenue, but the 
wealth of the country itself will be greatly de- 
veloped by the facilities of transport offered 
and the frequent contact between the natives 
and enlightened travellers from all parts. 
Whatever may be the. consequence, the 
great undertaking of the Suez Canal owes 
its completion to the co-operation of the Vice- 
roy of Egypt, and not to that of the Sultan. The 
Viceroy's -enlightened ideas, combined with a 
desire to increase the development of the com- 
merce of his country, induced him to strain 
every nerve in order to secure such a grand 
triumph. Proud of the success of hia en- 
deavors and the cordial welcome extended to 
him on his recent tour through Europe, such a 
calling to account may yet cause him to deaire 
Shat hia country may be free.

It ia reported that twenty-one missionaries 


have been killed iu China, and the advocates 
of the old-fashioned style of intercourse with 
the Chinese will find great comfort in the 
deaths of these devotees. Already they are 
hinting that this new evidence of the barbarism 
of the* Celestials ought to be taken as con- 
clusive against any liberal or fair treatment of 
such people. 
But'this cannot be accepted as 


very strong argument. If twenty-one mis- 
sionaries have been killed there are only so 
many more instances that indiscreet zeal must 
pay the penalty due to those who heedlessly 
excite the religious prejudices and inflame 
with stupid hostility the passions of a more or 
less ignorant populace. Mobs oaco excited are 
apt to kill men, even in this fair and rational 
city; and we know of nothing more likely 
to gather such a mob than the proposition to 
burn all the churches of a given sect. Sup- 
pose twenty "missionaries" of the Presby- 
terian bicker went up Mulberry slreet to burn 
St. Patrick's Cathedral, what sort ofa figures 
would they cut before the coroner's jury ? 
Tet this is just the proposition of the Christian 
missionary to "the heathen" everywhere. He 
goes armed with his dogmata, and with his 
eyes resolutely shut to the fact that a people 
as capable of reasoning as himself will not ac- 
cept his theories at the first glance to the ex- 
clusion of the tenets held among them for thou- 
sands of years. He rushes forward to over- 
throw temples, to burn idols, and io degrade 
priests who have as strong a hold upon the 
people subject 
to their influences as he 


has upon his home circle—perhaps just a little 
stronger, since this hold- depends mainly upon 
the ignorance of thoss who arc held. 
He 


consequently gets himself chopped up. But he 
also does something that the world has greater 
reason to regret. He retards the progress of 
true enlightenment, delays and prevents the 
opening of free intercourse between nations of 
different civilization, and furnishes the ready 
pretext for the indiscriminate use of power 
against a people of different faith. 


A point in our civilization at which God and 


Mammon stand side by side and face the same 
way is in the hitherto accepted mode of view- 
ing non-Christian nations. The platform of 
t!ie missionary is exactly the platform of ihose 
British traders who recently addressed Mr. 
Browne and complimented him upon the fact 
that the views he had endeavored to further in 
China were not the views of his government, 
but were a great deal better, of course. It 
might be worth while to regret that we had 
been represented in a foreign country by u 
minister who could be praised by such word^ 
if it were not the unfortunate result of our 
system of appointment that we are as likely to 
have incompetent and unfit person1? as any 
other in such places. But, altogether, we 
think there is plentiful reason to rejoice over 
the enforced recall of Mr. Ross Browne, as it 
has fixed public attention on the principal 
point in our relations with China, and as it 
has directly led to the nomination of a man for 
the place who is more fit for it than any 
other man under the sun. We refer, of 
course, to Horace Greeley. In another column 
will be found an article extracted from the 
Tribune of yesterday, which is'principally 
important ia its closing passage. 
Everybody 


will perceive at once that Greeley is there 
presented as the fit man to represent 
the 


American people in the presence or the neigh- 
borhood of Chinese majesty. 
His name, it is 


true, is not mentioned; but fortunately he is a 
man. of that class—of those broad and salient 
features of character that are recognizable 
without the addition of that arbitrary sign—a 
name. Let our new minister, says the article, 
"be a man of principle ; o-ne, moreover, who 
has brains and soul enough to understand I hat 
the only possible basis of profitable relation- 
ship with China is a foundation of integrity, 
good faith and justice." Now this is Greeley, 
for the Tribune does not believe that there 
are two men on the fece of the earth endowed 
with, the amount of brains and soul set down 
in the memorandum, and who are at the same 
time "men of principle." 


We cordially second the motion of our con- 


temporary. 
We 
conjure, 
pray, 
implore, 


beseech, and urge the President and all the 
members of the Cabinet, and all parties and 
persons having power in the premises, to 
send Greeley to the Chinese capital forthwith. 
He is fitter for the place than any other man, 
sad fitter for that than for any other place. 
It 


is an appointment that would touch the 
Chinese to the very heart, for they would 
suppose It had been made in our American 
admiration for their great philosopher, Con- 
fucius. Greeley is a great deal like Con- 
fucius, and the Chinese would perceive this 
at once. His philosophic indifference to the 
conventionalities of life, his sincere and undis- 
guised love of virtue, cowhide boots, old 
clothes and agricultural pursuits ; his dilapi- 
dated, coat and that white hat on the back of 
the head disclosing a half acre of forehead 
all these bespeak him a true disciple of the 
Confucian school. 
He would stand higher in 


China than in any other country, and any 
economical use of our material would therefore 
dictate that he should go there. His very 
outlandishness, that would make him seem a 
simpleton in London or Paris, would be his 
best qualification in outlandish Pekin.

would hardly know that he was not a China- 
man. There he would find, too, that all his 
favorite ideas have been common property for 
ages.

Our readers cannot fail to be struck 
with the fact that Lady Byron herself U 
brought forward as a witness in behalf of the 
Hon. Mrs. Leigh.

THE INTERNATIONAL RACE. 


Anglo-Auicriran Fete at the Crystal Palace, 


London—Tue London Rowing Club Enter- 
tain Both Crew*—Brilliant 
Display aud 


Speeches—Uoiioi- to the Uurvards. 
The following cable account of the friendly inter- 


national greetings and compliments which were In- 
terchanged between the Oxford and Harvard men 
and their respective friends m England, after the 
termination of the great boat race, will be read with 
interest, although the main points of the report had 
already reached us by special telegram through the 
French Atlantic caoie, and were published iu the 
HERALD yesterday. The present despatches read:— 


LONDON, August si. 1869. 


A grand fete was given at tlie Crystal Palace, at 


Sydenham, last evening in lioaor of the Harvard and 
Oxford boat crews by tae London Rowing Club. Mr. 
Layton, the President of the club, occupied the chair. 
All the members or the Harvard crew were present 
except Mr. Lormg, bnt Mr. Willan alone represented 
the oxford crew. There were also present 120 in- 
vited gaests, including Charles DicKens, Thomas 
Hughes, Edmund Yates, Captain Anderson and, 
many other notables. Messrs. Motley and Moran 
were tendered invitations, bat were unable to at- 
tend. The rooms were tastefully decorated with the 
American and British flags, as well as those of the 
diflerent boat clubs. After the dinner toasts were 
given to "The Queen of England" and "The Presi- 
dent of the United States," which were armuc with 
enthusiastic and prolonged cheers. 


Charles Dickens was received with repeated 


rounds of applause. It was some minutes before he 
could speas. He playfully alluded to the fact of the 
ehalrtnan's deputing him to propose the toast of 
the evening, "The Oxford and Harvard crews." 
(Cheers.) 
He said:—A remarkable and affecting 


volume was published at the time of his last visit to 
America. That volume contained the orographies 
of ninety-five of the Harvard students, who, at ou<" 
time or another, bore arms in the service of then- 
country. Nothing was more remaricable in these 
descendants of onr forefathers than the invincible 
determination with which some ot them fonght 
aealnsc odds in the late War, and the dauntless 
spirit witn which they sustained defeat. Who would 
ssy after the contest of Friday that Harvard was less 
true to herself in peace than in war? Who could fail to 
recognize in the boat's crew the leaven of her soldiers 
and not leel that she has now a greater right than 
ever to be proud of her sons, and take them to her 
breast when they return with resounded acclama- 
tion? The Dnke of Wellington said there was only 
one thing worse than a great victory—a great ae- 
feat. But there was another sense in the use of the 
term "a great defeat." Such was the defeat of a 
handful of darinz fellows who made a dash of thou- 
sands of miles in order to meet conquerors in their 
own domain—(cheers)—a defeat such as that which 
Harvard had sustained. (Cheers.) He "-egretted the 
absence of tne Oxford men. He would not say much 
of them, good or bad. II' anything was to be said to 
their disparagement It was that they won so often. 
He thought they could aoonl to lose in the event of 
another contest. He was sure he expressed his own 
leelings. the feelings of Oxford and the feelings of 
Bnglisluueu when he bade the Harvarda a cordial 
welcome and wished them "God-speed" in their 
homeward journey. The victory might be Harvard's 
next time. Meanwhile he assured them of an en- 
thusiastic welcome at home, which wonla find an 
echo in every comer of England. 


He concluded amid great applause, couplia" the 
toast with the names of Simmons and Willan. " 


Mr. Sitoraons replied briefly. He expressed his 
warmest thanks for the cordiality and hospitality 
extended tue Harvard crew. 
While recognizing 
their defeat, he hoped the next crew, or the same 
crow it they came over again, would find in that de- 
feat their success. They had bsen benefited by the 
experience. Looking to the crew by which they 
were deleated he had no reason to be ashamed 


Mr. Willan, on the part of the Oxfords, reTetted 
the unavoidable absence or the remainder or the 
crew. With respect to the race, as an olrl haud, he 
said it ha<l not been won easily. It was the bsA 
race he ever rowed. 


Mr. Thomas Hughes then toasted tl;e London CIul- 
He referreu to his own experiences aud ihe glories 
of the English universities. He asserted that Har- 
vard University, in producing James Russell Lowell 
John Lothrop Motley, Kalph Waldo Emerson and 
Louis Agassiz, had reason to pride itself. Future 
generations would regard some ol the Harvards 
witu the veneration given to onr Uampdens and 
others in past generations.

Into this tne unfortunate man in- 
stantly fell, and although he made the most stren- 
uous exertions to extricate himself, in wnich ne waa 
finally successful, it was not until he Had been fear- 
fully burned.

Onejof the employes about the depot at Mewton 
Corner saw him, and hastily got a blanket, and of

Murder of a Wife by Her Husband In West 


Fortieth Street—Money aud Liquor 
the 


Cause. 
In the neighborhood of'Fortieth street, between 


Tenth and Eleventh avenues, are a large number of 
shanties mostly occupied by persons who are a 
Bource of great trouble to the police of the Twentieth 
precinct. On Monday night, at a late hour, James 
Wood and his wife Bridget, occupying one of the 
shanties, aranK co excess ana got into a quarrel, it 
la stated that Mrs. Wood, ,by her own industry, 
had accumulated 'several hundred dollars, which 
was deposited in 
the bank. 
Her husband, 


wishing to get., possession 
ot the money 


or his own purposes, while grossly Inebriated, as- 
jaulted her while she was lying in bed. Mrs. Wood 
screamed for Kelp, which was heard by persona 
living in some of the adjoining shanties, ana open- 
DR tue door made "her escape. Wood loilowed in 
lursuit, ana, overtaking hia wife, seized her by the 
liroat and knocked her head against the timbers of 
the shanty. This was seen by Mary Jane Devlne, 
a bright girl, who happened to be np at the time. 
It ia lortaer alleged that Wood knocked hia wife 
down and beat and kicked her most bruUUy about 
the head end face, Mrs. Wood, in some manner not 
explained, reached her room some t:me afterwards 
and became insensible. Mo notice waa givea at the 
time to the police, ami they knew gothlng of the 
sccarrence till about eight o'clock yesterday morn- 
tag, when Wood was arrested for intoxication by 
officer Thomas P, Morpay, of the Twentieth pre- 
cinct. It waa then iof the first time announced that 
the prisoner had nearly killed hlg wire, wuo lay in a 
state of insensibility in her ghanty. 
sergeant Murphy, then on duty at the station 
house, called Poiics Surgeon Waterman, who oa 
examining the wounded woman, found her to a 
state of unconsciousness. Her lace was mncn 
bruised and discolored and contusions were fonna oa 
he back of the head, and in the opinion of the 
doctor she had sustained a fracture of thesknll. 
She lingered In that condition till two o'ctocK yes- 
terday afternoon, when death ensued. The Isct was 
mmedlateiy gent to the station house, and Sergeant 
Murphy informed the prisoner that his wife waa 
dead, when he unfeelingly remarked, "May the devil 
dte with her," "May she never see the face of a par. 
Dg stone again." 
Later in tbe day Coroner Rollins arrived at tne 
scene of the murder, and, after hearing all the facts, 
he ordered tlie bodf to be removed to the ilorgue,

Suspected Poisoning of a Weaitiiy Recluse at 


Within the past few days an unnsnal excitement, 


conpled with various rumors and a. multiplicity of 
speculations in a partially suppressed form, was 
earning ground among the well-to-do residents of 
Yonkers, owing to the peculiar circumstances sur- 
rounding the recent death of an old and wealthy 
citizen of that village. On the 24th nit. Dr. Carle- 
ton Gates, a retired physician, owning and living 
upon oue of the moat valuable estaitSfin the village, 
expired at his home alter a short illness, but not. 
however, beiore iiilorimng his spiritual adviser and 
personal friend ot a stattliiie theory, which the 
dvmg man said would, if investigated, explain the 
cause of his decease. It may be well here to state 
that Dr. Gates had nevtr married, and latterly was 
of rather secluded^iablts, not even mingling with 
his immediate relatives, owing to an estrangement 
existing in the family for some time past. He re- 
cently returned from an extended tour on the Conti- 
nent of Europe. The precise nature of tile dis- 
closures made by the deceased to the clergyman and 
confidential friend before alluded to has not been 
made public, but a portion of it has been divulged, 
and

substance 
that 
deceased 
expressed a strong belief of his having been pols- 
soned, and m connection therewith wholly exone- 
rated his relatives. Having appointed an esteemed 
personal friend, who Is a physician in the City, Joinc 
executor of his will with the reverend gentleman 
above indicated, no effort Is being left untried to 
solve the mystery foreshadowed by tne deceased la 
his last moments. Previous to interment an au- 
topev was made and the abdominal viscera removed 
to New York, where a thorough chemical analysis 
is now being made, should traces of poison be 
lonnd the prosecution of the suspected parties may 
lead to some carious developments. 
The will of the deceased was opened and wad by 
counsel in the presence of the familv and witnesses 
a day or two ago, and it has since been ottered for 
probate at the County Surrogated office, when let- 
ters of citation were issued, returnable on the 13th. 
lust. No mention w made In the will of any mem- 
ber of deceased's family, which is accounted lor by 
the statements that his parents are comfortably .situ- 
ated, and that the estrangement mentioned above 
precluded the possibility of his otoer relatives being 
benefited by his death. The estate of the late Dr. 
Gates Is valued at $200.000 whichiis disposed of in hiu 
testament as follows:—

To the village of Yonkers Is bequeathed for public 
purposes the family mansion and grounds, estimated 
at not less than $100,000; to a female friend named 
Darling, $10,000; to his housekeeper, $500, and to 
each ol his servants, $50. His cabinet of curiosities, 
containing: the collections of many years, and saicl 
to be one of the most valuable in the cenntry, the 
deceased left to Dr. James R. Wood, ofKew *orlt, 
while all the remainder of his estate, deducttac con. 
tingent expenses, he bequeathed to Rev. Dr. aurl- 
but, of White Plains.

The Chinese government have net rcjecfd tho 
i;urlmg,ime treaty. We ventured to assume froin 
.the Aral that the rumored rejection would be 
promptly contradicted; and a despatch from Mr. 
Koss iSrowne alr<«ulj brings the coL'traulcUoii. But 
there is obviously a doubt or diillculty of some kind 
oporatuur just now to ocUy the conclusion of the 
treaty, aud this interruption will unquestionably 
atlcct more or less distinctly the progress ot Mr. 
Uuningame's mission. It would, perliaus, be 
luirjiy worth while luquinag too minutely into the 
possible Influence which mav have been ex- 
erted in the creation of this untimely delay 
by the singular aud anomalous proceedings of Mr. 
Eoss Browne. But assuredly there would be nothing 
W wonder at if the Chinese government toot fright 
when the representative of the United Staiea begun 
to display an energy so m tuned and a zeal so 
astonishingly indiscreet, we have lately Lad occa- 
8,011 to learn, oy bitter experience, how sharper 
than a serpent's tooth it is to have a diplomatic rep- 
ressntative who is afflicted with elotmenc'and a 
luirst lor tho making of speeches. 
I'crhaDs in tno 
case of Mr. lloss .Browne we have evidence now 
that a fatal gift of letter-writing is nearly aj 
great a calamity when it lalls to tne lot of 
an American Minister.

ernment, btill more unfortunate was tue reply to 
the addresses ol the Bnziish and American mer- 
cuants at bhaiighae. If there is any ciass of evil 
counsellors whom an American or an English .Minis- 
ter m China ought especialiv to avoid ic is that 
Cluster and colony of British traders who have squat- 
ted iu the oueu ports of China, 
if there is 
any' policy 
which a 
representative 
of the 


United Slates ought to reject alike Irom instinct 
aud conviction It is the policy which these niau 
invanabiy recommend. If. would be impo-sible to 
exaggerate tne evils which have sprung from the 
Inllueuce cj this class of persons over the Chinese 
policy of England. Tuej are essentially narrow- 
minded, sclilsii and grasping; for tnem the wiiole 
raiaora tl'eire of China and us vast population is 
limited to the advancement of the trade they desire 
to pusa. Tco often and too long did English states- 
men give way to tue audacious importujity of men 
of wiioin it would hardly be too rniich ti> say. as 
Burke said of a. class not dissimilar, that -their 
ledger's tueir Bible, their desk their altar, their 
counting houso taeir temple and their money chcir 
l»od." Of late Euglisli ministers have come laio 
power who will not lend tneir arms aad thu mojey 
of England to force the principles aud the trade cf 
this cuts or persons down the ttiroats of the Cumese 
peopje; and it may be out of sheer despair of any 
assistance or countenance from tueir own govera- 
inent Uiat the British merchants recently sjusht 
consolation and support from an American Aliuistcr. 
Mr. Koss Browne uumciily turew himseit quaa 
into the spirit of the tiuufr. He laid down a doc- 
trine of which chanty compels us to suppose tuat 
he did not clearly understand tne muiming. He 
proclaimed the principle Hurt Christian Status <ire nut 
bound to respect the iauepeadcuc4ipi pa jan Sii;es, 
aud that civilized people- are justified by virtuj ol" 
tueir civilization in insisting ou any alteration c ley 
please to ask m the domestic policy ol' States lu.-,s 
civilized. Of coarse ihib is just tlu sort of policy to 
delight the liriiish merchants ot Shanijnae. li is the 
policy wulch ihoy were aole for too Ions a time to 
jorce ou tae adoption of their o vn govern- 
ment, out wmcii there is very little 
chance 
t.ut any English jruvernrnent will ever ailupt 
again. It is emphatically tue po.icy which t.ie 
Dulled States never did uud never will acknowledge 
lu lucir dealings with loreign nations, me pio- 
grcss w» uave made, such as it is, in Chiu.i a.id 
Japan—progress \» nich has earned lor us the special 
envy oi angland—lias beeu chiclly due to our siciuy 
and honorable recognition of the common princ p:es 
of fairuess. justice auJ. respect lor tne rights ot 
others. \Ve have always proclaimed thit if we 
would deal with the Mongolian and the I'usau we 
must deai with him on the same principle as thos-j 
whicii govern our rotations with the Caucasian and 
the Christian, it would tm surprising, itiaeed, if 
the Chinese government were not evea still a little 
suspicious of tlie pron'ered frieudsuip and com- 
mercial intercourse of what are called civilised 
nations. Thus lar, save lu the case of America 
alone, they have found that however these relation- 
ships begin, they invariably end by exhibiting their 
application to Chinese society in the shape ol boui- 
b.mleu cities, burning palaces, and humiliating trea- 
ties. Who can wonder if alarming visions or simi- 
lar resmts, brought about this time by American 
Iriendtmess, began to array themselves before tne 
nima of 1'rince Kung when lie received ilr. Kosa 
Browne's ponte and peremptory admonition? We 
all rcuieoiDcr the most pleasant aud popular story 
ot the "Arabian Nighis"—the story of the poor reA/ w 
ou whom the Caliph Dlaved so many praaKa to de- 
lude him into the belief Mat he, the quiet citizen, 
was the true Commander of the Faithful, Tue 
jest was merry enough even lor the victim, 
until, suddenly |scnt back to his humble home, he 
persevered in declaring lumsoit Caliph, and was 
imprisoned and scourged as a madman. Thence- 
forward, whenever, on a repetition ol tne CalipnM 
pleasantry, the hero or the story opened his eyes 
und louud himself lu Ihe Imperial palace again, ho 
knew too well Ihat, no matter uow aelightiully ihe 
adventure might open, it was sure to end with the 
whip and the" dungeon, rince ICnng may well re- 
gard the prouered alliances ot "civilized" people 
with the same foreboding, lie has seen what tney 
came to before.

When the propeller Delaware, Captain Smith.of tne 
independent line between Norwich and New York 
was on her way from Kew York on Friday night, 
and was about three milesleast of Sands' Point, the 
captain heard a faint voice of some one in distress.

Theatrical News and Gossip. 


LONDON-, August 10,1S69. 


The London season is over; Parliament is about to 


be prorogued; the metropolis is deserted by the 
fashionables and the theatres nave fallen Into the 
sere and yellow or summer.' Many of the places of 
amusement are closed, and, mth the exception of 
the Prince of Wales' and Drury Lane, the rest miglit 
almost as well oe closed for all tne beneflts they con- 
fer either upon the public or the managers. Still a 
few interesting items of news and gossip may be 
picked np by your correspondent as he strolls before 
and behind the curtains. 


Let us commence with a marriage. 
On Sat- 


urday last Mr. W. H. Kendal, the light coma- 
dian of the Haymarlcet tueatre, was 
noitetl 


in the holy bonds of wedlock to Miss Madge 
Robertson, the sister of Mr. T. TV. Kobenson, 
tho dramatist. The affair irould seem to have 
been rather premature; for the wedding took 
place at Manchester, where the Haymarket com- 
pany are now starnnc, and no time was afforded 
the happy pair for the soft endearments of the 
honeymoon. They were marred on Saturday morn- 
ing; they played together as Sosalind and Orlando 
lu tne evening, and they were announced in another 
old comedy for ilonday. This conmbination of busi- 
ness and pleasure is quite characteristic of this fast 
age. 


As I predicted. Boncicanlt's new drama, called 


"Formosa," has been a success at Drury Lane. Eels 
of ten to one are made, however, that it will not ran 
until December. I have alreafly sent you the plot of 
the drama m advance of its production. The last 
scene, realizing the Oxford and Cambridge boat 
race, is very badly managed here. Instead of real 
boats manned by men to give effect to the scene, 
like the real horse in "Flying Sena." we have-paste- 
board boats and pasteboard crews, very badly 
worked aud not at all impressive.

AB for the allegations male luoonie 
quarters that one scene of the play is vory immoral, 
these, of course, only assure its suceus. There is 
nothing that the public likes so mnclios dramatic 
immorality. 


In striking contrast to "Formosa''is the oilier 
theatrical success of the present dul' season, viz., 
"School," at the Prince ot Wales'. Tluse who have 
nor seen this comedy at tiua theatre Juvc missed the 
perfection of Euglish acting. 


We have in America no such sctress as Miss 
-tfarie Wilton since poor JIary Gatnjou is dead aud 
such actors in their several hues as Messrs. Ban- 
crolt, Montague and Hare are eutreiy unrivalleu in 
the United Stutes. If England ware to send over 
such artists as these, instead of ijurlesque dancers 
with voices of "vocal velvet," Americans would 
lorai u much more just judgmeal ol ho1' dramatic 
resources. 


The revival of Handel's "Acis and Galatea," nt the 
Princess' thesitrc, cannot possibly be regarded as 
anything but a managerial error. The opera cannot 
be a success. Mauager Vinluu his placed It upon 
the stage with that inagmliceut scenery for which 
the Princess' is famous. The opening scene—the 
moonlit sea beating upon me beach—is almost un- 
surpassable. 
Lloyds aud Telbiu, both excellent 
painters, have had tins advantage of Stanslield's 
original sketches in composing tte scenes The 
opera, is also well sung. Miss Blanche Cole, Herr 
Formes, Vernon Kigby and Montein Smith—the two 
best En?llsli tenors alter Blnis Reeves—do all that 
can be clolie with the music, and the choruses aud 
ballet are very line. But in spite or sjienuid scenery 
aad good singing "Acis and Gitlatca" is dull, very dull. 
The music is antiquated, out of date, old fashioned 
to modern ears. To hear it is like listening to an old 
harpsichord alter a grand piano.
